GERMANY. 
THE DEBATE ON THE ANTI-SOCIALIST BILL. 

BERLIN, Sept. 17.—Lhe first day’s debate in 
the Reichstag on the Anti-Socialist bill was 
somewhat disappointing to eager audiences. 
be brocbedines were for the most part deco- 
rous and even dull. The chief sensation. was 
Bebel’s effective speech. He entertained the 
Liberals and annoyed the Conservatives by mak- 
ing fresh disclosures avout the relations of the 
Government with tue Socialist leaders a few 
years ago. 

Count Von Eulenberg, Minister of the In- 
terior, made an unhappy attempt to break the 
force of these revelations. 

In the Reichstag to-day Prince Bismarck sup- 
ported the Anti-Socialist bill in an energetic 
sveech. He said Socialism was the common 
danger, avowedly striving to effecta violent 
revolution in the existing order of soci- 
ety. He denied seriatim the  alilega- 
tious made by Herr Bebel of the ſor- 
mer connection between the Goverament and 
Socialist leaders. He denied even having rela- 
tious with Lavalle or Fritsche. ‘He said he had 
conversed with Herr Lavalle, and found him to 
be not a Republican but a Monarchist. He 
challenged Herr Fritsche to specify the occa- 
sions when, as alleged. he (Bismarck) received 
information from him. 

Bismarck pointed out the fact that the So- 
cialist newspapers celebrated the murder of the 
Russian General, Mezertzow, as au act of jus- 
tice. He said society was thus warned against 
the assassin’s dagger and Nobeling’s gun. It 
was intolerable to live under thetyranny of such 
a gang of bandits. He appealed to the Reichstag 
to support the Government in protecting the 
Emperor and his subjects. Some additional 
victims might fall on the side of order, but it 
should be remembered that they fall on- the 
field of honor for the great good of their coun- 
try. 

The debate continued on strict party lines, 
the Socialists, Poles, and Alsatians opposing the 
bill. 

Herr Bebel fruitlesgsly demanded that Bis- 
marck be called to order for speaking of the 
Sociatists as bandits, and charging Fritsch with 
falsehood. He made a personal explanation, 
insisting on the correctness of the statements 
he made yesterday concerning Bismarck’s rela- 
tions with the Socialists. 

Ihe House ultimately resolved by a large ma- 
jority to refer thhne bill to a Committee of 
twenty-ope members.

A BRIEF SYNOPSIS OF THE PROCES. . 
It is this process which Prof. Collier, chemist 
of the Agricultural Department, bas recently 
put in successful operation on a small scale. 

First, heat the fresbly-expressed juice of the 
cane, sorghum, or maize ia a copper or tinned- 
iron vessel to a temperature, as shown bya 
thermometer suspended, so that the mercury 
bulb is immersed inthe juice of 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit, equal to 88 degrees Centigrade. 

Second, after the juice bas been heated to 185 
degrees Fahrenheit, add and stir into it ope fluid 
gance of cream of lime ta. each gallon 
of juice, or from five to séven pounds (pthts) to 
each huodred gallons of juice. 

Third, after adding and stirring in the cream 
of lime, heat the juice rapidly to the boiling 
point. 

Fourth, when it begins to boll, shut off the 
heat or remove the vessel cootaining the juice 
from the fire, and, so soon as the sediment be- 
gins to settle, draw off with a siphon the clear 
liquid from the top until at last vine-tentlis of 
the whole quantity of juice has been thus re- 
moved, leaving u thick, muddy sediment at the 
bottom. 

Fifth, sweep out with a broom this muddy 
sediment into a bag, filter, and add the filtrate 
as it passes through the filter to the clear liquid 
siphoned off. 

Sixth, tothe clear liquid thus obtaihed in 
sections fourth and fifth, which should be al- 
lowed te cool to atemperature of 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit (equal to 66 degrees centigrade) and 
not lower; there is now added of Solution B ove 
fluid ounce to each$galion @ juice, or from five 
to seven pints each 100 gallonsof juice. At 
least enough of Solution Bis 
to be added to completely neutralize 
the lime in the juice, and to determine this 
point a slip of blue litmus paper ia dipped into 
the solution, when, if enough of Solution B has 
been added, the bive color will be changed to 
red. (Solution B is one of the iuventor's chem- 
ical preparatiuns.) 

Seventh, evaporate rapidly, skimming from 
time to time any scum which appears upen the 
surface, and addigg Solution B in small quanti- 
ties if the boiling juice will not turn the blue 
litmus paper red. 

Eighth, when the thermometer in the boiling 
jaice indicates a temperature of 235 (equal to 
112 centigrade) the sirup should be withdrawn 
from the fire, and it should be kept to crystal- 
lize in a room of about 80 degrees Fahrenheit, 
equal to 27 centigrade. To facilitate erystalli- 
zation, a few grains of granulated sugar may be 
added to the cooling sirup when it has reached 
the temperature of 100degrees Fahrenheit (equal 
to 38 centigrade).

THE WHISKY QUESTION. 
COMMISSIONER RAUM THINKS HE UAS SETTLED 
Tr. 

Snecial Disvatch ta The Tribune. 

Wasdineron, D. C., Sept. 17.—Commissioner 
Raum has received reports from Collector 
Amos Smith, of Cincinnati, and Special Rev 
enue Agent Mitchell, which be thinks scities 
the disputed whisky question between Cinvin- 
nati and Chicago, and also answers the recent 
protest of tae Chicago distillers. The sum- 
mary of this report is given in the letter which 
follows. The explanation of the difference in 
price between Chicago and Cincipnati is altrib- 
uted not to favoritism on the part of the rev- 
enue officiais, or to fraud afainst the revenue 
on the part of Cincinnati distiliers and revti- 
fiers, but to what is practically a fraud on the 
commercial community by a systematic series 
of reports of fictitious sales. By this system of 
fictitious sales aud entries on the books be- 
tween distillers aud rectifiers, it is claimed that 
a net drawback is allowed the rectifiers by the 
distillers of from eight to nine cents on each 
barrel or package. ‘The distillers sell altogether 
by the commercial gauge, and make a reduction 
over the pretended face of the sale to the recti- 
fiers of $1.31 per barrel. The rectifiers in turn 
allow $1.22 per barrel for correction of volume. 
The difference of nine cents is the real net dit 
ference on price. Commissioner Raum thinks, 
therefore, on the basis of the report, that if tne 
Cincinnat! whisky is sold on the basis of 
Government guage tbe relative price between 
Chicago and Cincinnati should stand something 
like tunis: Per gallon Chicago price, $1.07; Ciu- 
ciunati price, $1.06)4. This margin the Com- 
missioner thinks is not large enough to show the 
existence of fraud on the revenue, and is dutire- 
ly attributabic to this system of fictitious prices 
current. It also appears from reports of the Spe- 
cial Agents that it is impossible tor outside buy- 
ers at Ciucinnati to purchase bighwines at the 
figures quoted as sales in the Cincinnati market.

MONETARY USE OF SILVER. 

A Paris correspondent of the New York 
Tribune, whose entire letter attests a 
thorough familiarity with the proceedings of 
the International Monetary Conference, 
makes the following estimate of the actual 
influence of the meeting: 

As announced by telegraph, the Conference 
separated without forming a monetary union, but 
the general effect of the Conference has been to 
strike a blow at the mania for gold mono-meta)- 
lism, which took its rise in the Congress held in 
Parw in 1867, for the purpose of unifying the 
co eof the world. The results of gold mono- 
metaliism in Europe for the past five years have 
— anything but satisfactory, and had it not 

n for local political considerations, especially 
within the bi-metallic States of the Latin Union, 
itis believed that the Conference would have re- 
sulted in a full realization of all the wishes of the 
United States Government in calling it. As it is. 
the importance of the effect on the monetary ques- 
tion of the <= of the Conference cannot well 
be overestimated. It drew out the first enunciation 
of general European opinion on the subject since 
the ill-advised action of Germany followmg the 
Franco-Prussian war, while the declaration with 
which the Conference closed calls a decided halt in 
the movement for the banishment of silver to the 
East, as money fit only to be used by barbarous na- 
— and makes the future of silver very promis- 


This view of the case is entitled to partic- 
ular respect because it is printed in one of 
the journals that would be inclined to deny 
it if possible. The conclusions reached by 
the Conference as well as the discussions 
also bear it out. The first and main propo- 
sition, submitted and agreed upon as the ex- 
pression of a majority of the European 
States, was that it is necessary to maintain 
in the world the monetary functions of silver 
as well as those of gold.” There was not a 
single representative of any nation that an- 
tagonized this proposition ; there is probably 
not a student in finance that will seek to 
| contradict it. It is universally conceded 

that, if silver should be suddenly withdrawn 
from recognition as legal-tender money in 
all the great commercial nations, leaving gold 
alone as a medium of exchange and measure 
of values, there would be such a revolution 
in prices as to produce a universal panic, the 
like of which the world has never experienced. 


is The wide-spread and pernicious influence of 


merely partial demonetization in Germany 
has furnished some idea of what a general 
international demonetization would have 
brought about; and, with that in view, it is 
no wonder that the Conference, though re- 
fusing to agree upon an international ratio, 
declared that it is not merely desirable,” as 
was first reported, but necessary, to maintain 
the monetary functions of silver. There is 
reason to believe that this strong expression 
was dictated by the representative of Great 
Britain, notwithstanding the latter’s adher- 


ence tothe single gold standard; and the | 
declaration will go far towards manufacturing 
popular sentiment everywhere in favor of in- 
ternational action to assure a condition of 
things which this Conference decided to be 
necessary. 

The well-informed whom 
we have quoted attributes to local polit- 
ical considerations within some of the bi- 
metallic States of the Latin Union the fail- 
ure to make the only proper application of 
the general conclusion reached by the Con- 
ference. In order that there may be no mis- 
apprehension, it should be stated that this 
remark can in no wise apply to France, 
which was ready at all times to agree to the 
international project. Indeed, France has 
done more than any other nation to maintain 
the monetary function of silver during the 
last seventy-five years. The silver franc 
was adopted as the monetary unit of 
France in 1803, and it was agreed 
that gold should be concurrently ” legal- 
tender. That has been the actual condition 
of things ever since. There have been tem- 
porary modifications of the Coinage laws to 
meet emergencies, such as the restriction 
imposed on the coinage of silver in order to 
protect France from an inpouring of German 
silver during the process of German demone- 
tizatien ; but silver has been at all times, as 
it is now, an unlimited legal-tender, and the | 
double standard has played an important 
part in maintaining the even prosperity of 
France during a period of aimost universal 
distress. So Greece and Italy, of the Latin 
Union, were ready to favor the American 

ject of an international agreement for 
dae maintenance of the double standard. 
The dissenting members of the Confer- 
ence were from Belgium, under the im- 
mediate influence of Great Britain, and 
Switzerland, under the influence of Ger- 
many. England and Germany may be 
said to stand alone in the way of an interna- 
tional basis, which is certainly the surest 
means of maintaining what all admit to be 
necessary. As their motives are entirely 
selfish, it is not likely that they will change 
their position until their interests suggest. 
a change. This might be brought about 
very quickly by a general demonetization of 
silver: by the other nations; but the objec-' 
tion to such a remedy is that all would suffer 
as much as England and Germany simply to 
bring these two to terms. They will begin 
to find that it is unprofitable for them to 
maintain an exclusive gold standard when 
their gold shall begin to disappear in large 
quantities in payment of balances against 
them, and this will come if the nations with 
a double standard continue to restrict the 
coinage of silver to their own needs so long 
as England and Germany treat it as bullion. 
Meanwhile the conclusion of the Conference, 
admitting that it is necessary to maintain the 
monetary use of silver, will be the most 
striking and enduring impression left upon 
the people everywhere, 


SOME RESULTS OF THE MAINE ELECTION. 

The results of the Maine election are not 
so disastrous as was at first apprehended. 
It is now pretty certain that the State officers 
and Governor’s Council will be Republican. 
As the election of Governer is thrown into 
the Legislature, the law provides that the 
House of Representatives must send to the 
Senate two names selected from all the can- 
didates having the highest number of votes. 
The names of Connor and Gagceton will be 
reported, as the Republicans and hard-money 
Democrats will probably act together to this 
end. The Senate is Republican, and will 
finally determine the choice. Rexp, Fars, 
and Layxpszy, Republicans, are elected to 
Congress; the other two members elected 
are Lapp, described as a soft-money dema- 
gogue,” and Mon, described as a wild- 
eyed Communist.” . 

Now the question is, how much has the 
Democratic party gained from all this? The 
Portland (Me.) Press says that the Dem- 
ocratic party east of the Kennebec River has 
ceased to exist; the Greenback anaconda has 
swallowed it; west of the Kennebec it is 
broken, disorganized, and disintegrated.” 
So far as the Democratic party is concerned, 
the Maine election seems to have been more 
disastrous than it was to the Republican 
party. It is predicted that the contest in 
Maine, so long as the currency question is 
open, will be between the Republican party, 
representing the conservative financial doo- 
trine, and the Fiat party, representing irre- 
deemable shinplasters. The experience of 
the Democrats in Maine is not unlikely to 
be their experience in other States where 
they have nursed Fiatism; the Democrats 
will disappear to make way for the Na- 
tionals. 

The London Tunes, in a recent article 
suggested by Ben Burier’s candidature for 
Governor of Massachusetts, and also for the 
Presidency if he shall succeed in being 
elected Governor, says that the two old 
parties may find it necessary to pool their 
issues” also in order to combat the danger 
of Communism and Fiatism combined. But 
the result in Maine would seem to indicate 
that Burier’s success in Massachusetts, and 
other successes elsewhere for Communism 
and Fiatism, will lead up tothe retirement 
of the Democratic party from the field and 
the strengthening of the Republican party 
tor a square contest with the demagogues 
and fanatics who threaten the country. The 
Times thinks that Gen. Grant would know 
how to deal with Butter and his adullamite 
rabble if it came to a trial of strength,” and 
it is not to be denied that a good many 
people in this country are of the same way 
of thinking. It would be a fitting elimax to 
twenty years of blundering if the Demo- 
cratic party should kill itself off by patron- 
izing Communism and Fiatism, and then 
force the nomination and election of its 
ancient foe, Gen Grant, as the most availa- 
ble refuge.

BUTLER’S COUP. 
BREAKING AND ENTERING. 
Special Dispatea ta The Tribune. 

Wonczsrzn. Mass., Sept. 17,—Butler’s dele- 
gate’s broke into Mechanics’ Hall this morning, 
held it against the anti-Butler Democrats, and 
nominated Butler by acclamation for Governor. 
That is the brief record of the day’s work. 
Last night the delegates en the contesting del- 
egations who were shut out by the Democratic 
State Central Committee were verv angry, and 
soon after midnight the plan for breaking into 
the hall was formed. About half-past 3 seven 
ugly-looking men went to the rear entrance, 
broke through three locked doors, and entered 
the main hall. Men were dispatched to the ho- 
tels to arouse the Butlerites. They hurried out, 
some of them not stopping to finish dressing, 
and hastened to the hall. Nearly 400 were gath- 
ered in all, an organization was made with 
Butler's leading Springfield striker as Tempo- 
rary Chairman, and they sat there several hours 
MAKING SPEBCHES AND CHEERING FOR BUTLER. 
They simply wished to hold the hali to prevent 
being shut out by the action of the Committee. 
When the breakfast hour came the numbers 
were reduced to less than 150. 

About 8 o’clock the city authorities learned 
of the breaking, and police were posted at the 
doors of the hall allowing any one to come out, 
but preventing any entrance, Mayor Pratt and 
the City Marshal went inte the hell and re- 
quested the trespassers to leave. They were 
very noisy, and refused to go. Some of them 
wanted the Mayor to grant them readmission if 
they shouid go, but some said they never would 
go unless put out by force. The Mayor attempt- 
ed nothing further. 1 

THEY BECOME HUNGRY. 

Meanwhile the many pygsoners, having had no 
breakfast, sent out for supplies, and barrels of 
crackers and bread, jars of beans, cans of coffee, 
and such stuff, were hauled up through the rear 
window to the third story and given tothe 
starving Butlerites. The Mayor visited the hall 
the second time, found them as determined as 
ever, requested them to leave, said he bad au- 
thority to put them out, but did not wish to 
use it, and ended by telling them that as they 
refused togo he should let them stay. One 
reason for éhis action was 

THE CERTAINTY OF A SEVERE RIOT 
if force was em loyed. The Worcester police 
numbers about fifty. Three times that number 
were in the hall, and all the stairways and en- 
trances were packed with people, mostly Butler- 
ites, who would be difficult to handle for so few 
police should they become riotous. 

The Mayor officially notified the Democratic 
State Central Central Cammittee that he had 
found Mechanics’ Hall broken open and held by 
a party of men whe could not probably de dis- 
lodged without bloodshed. 

THE COMMITTEEMEN DECIDE 
The Committee, who found themselves beaten in 
their attempt to exclude Butler men by contest- 
ing delegations, and were deliberating how to 
checkmate the captors of the hall, now decided 
to hold the regular Democratic Convention in 
Fauueil Hall, Boston, next week Wednesday. 
Thereupon they issued an address to the Massa- 
chusetts Democrats, stating that the hall they 
bad engaged for the Convention was in posses- 
sion of amob acting in the interest of Benja- 
min F. Butler, which entered the hall by force, 
and could not be ejected without force and 
probable bloodshed, and as the Convention 
could not safely assembic they proclaimed it ad- 
journed to the time and place above mentioned. 
MADE SPEECHES AT A DISTANCE. 

Tne leading straight Democrats did not go to 
the hall, but delivered sharp anti-Butler speech- 
es in the Bay State flouse. Edward Avery, the 
Chairman of the Committee, went to the crowd 
about the stairways of the hall and called the 
time of adjournment. He then went into the 
fractional Convention and tried to make the 
same statement, but de was hissed, insulted. 
and not permitted to speak. The Mayor had 
all this time, by his Own authority, kept the 
larger part of the delegates out. and those with- 
in had done some preliminary business. 

Soon after 11 o’clock the crowd of delegates 
was admitted on the presentation of credentials 
to the Committee stationed at the doors. The 
delegates’ tickets issued by the Committee 
were wholly disregarded. The galleries which 
had been ordered closed by the Central Com- 
mittee were opened to the public. When the 
whole crowd of Butlerites were inside, they 

IGNORED THE TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION 
of the trespassers, chose new officers, declared 
all the positions on the State Committee vacant, 
and abolished the system by which they were 
chosen. All the time the house was in an up- 
roar. Shouts, applause, and hisses were con- 
tlunally filling the air. 

The utmost animosity was manifested against 
the State Committee and the metnods by which 
they sought to control the Convention. When 
the Committee on Credentials reported it found 
309 cities and towns represented by 973 dele 
gates. The total number is 342 towns and about 
1.300 delegates.

NOMINATED BUTLER. 

The nomination was received with the wildest 
outbreaks. Cheers on cheers were given for 
Butier, hats were thrown up, arms were bran- 
dished like windmills, and every one seemed 
shouting with his whole lung-power. Only one 
man attempted to speak in opposition, but be 
was soon shouted down, though there were 
scattered useless cries for fair play.

JOHN B. HAWLEY. 

HIS SPEECH AT ROCK ISLAND LAST EVENING. 

Rock Istanp, Sept. 17.—The Hon. John B. 
Hawley, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
who is at home ona short vacation. made the 
opening speech of the campaign in behalf of 
the Republicans at Dart’s Hall, this 
evening. Tbe house was filled with 
men of all parties, who desired 
to hear the finances discussed by one whose fa- 
miliaritgwith the affairs of the Treasury De- 
partmént enabies him to treat the subject from 
the standpoint of actual knowledge, He 
strongly supported the policy of resump- 
tion, which he deciared the one essential to the 
restoration of prosperity; deprecated the 
withdrawal of National-Bank notes until 
some system equally goud for providing a sound 
currency feasible to the wants of trade is pro- 
vided ; ridiculed the fiat-money idea, and regard- 


ed any attempt to issue greenbacks beyond the 
limit of law as fraught with disaster. 

Gen. Hawley began very pointedly to define 
his position; and from his speech THs TRIBUNE 
condenses as follows: 

For myself, I am for honest money for al’ class- 
es, and for the payment of all debts, public and 
private Like Sisyphus, rolling the stone up tlie 
mountain and never reaching the summit, for 
many years we have been striving to reach specie 
payments and to make our currency as good as 
coin, and thus redeem our long broken promises, 
And now, afterall our struggles and losses, wheo 
we are just ready to take the last step and success- 
fully place our feet upon the mountain-top and 
look upon the fair plains of prosperity that Ne bo- 
yond, the Demoerats and Nationals propose to go 
to the foot of the mountain and begin again the 

ainful ascent. For one lam not willing to go. 
Nothing can be more important to 
the business interests of a country than 
good money. To have poor money 
ws to demoralize trade. The ony possible excuse 
that can be given for the long delay in making our 
legal-tender notes as good as gold is the fact that 
they were issued in time of war as a great public 
necessity, and that it has not been in our power to 
redeem them.

Con- 
vention at St. Louis, they arraigued the Repub- 
lican party in the most severe terms for not re- 
deeming the @ made to make the greenback 
as good as gold. ut now, when that pledge is

nbacks~ in place of the National-Bank notes, 

and as many more as you — and let u de 

understood that they will never be redeemed!”’ 
What do you thing of such doctrine? 

Thore area great many persons who seem to 

think that greenbacks can be issued by the Govern- 


‘ment to any amount, without umit and without 


any meuus or oo of redemption, and at the 
same time suc 8 be as good as any other 
monty. I confess this isa strange theory, and | 
do not see how any one can believe init. During 
the War the greenback depreciated so far that at 
one time it required $2. in currency to buy a 
dollar's worth of bread, and this, too, while it bore 
upon its face the solemn pledge of the Governt- 
ment that it shoula be redeemed, and the law so 
declared. In 1869 it took $1.32 in greenbacks to 
bay $1 worth of bread. It is not, then, true that 
the mere deciaration ofthe Government that a 
piece of paper should be a legal-tender for a dollar 
makes it a worth a dollar. 

Gen. Butler is the head and front of the move- 
ment in favor of issuing paper currency without 
any promise or expectation ef redemption. He 
wants a currency so poor that it will not be recog- 
nized by foreign nations, so that it will remain at 
home. That sucha currency would remain at 
home there can be no doubt. for it would not be 
worth carrying abroad, nor would it be of any real 
value at home. Gen. Butler is of the opinion that 
the whole national debt should have been paid by 
issuing greenbacks. Whenasked how that could 
be done in the face of the law of 1564 limiting the 
issue to 8400, 000. 000, he replied that that law 
should pot be regarded; and when told that such a 
large iesue of greenbacks would make them worth- 
less, be replied that was just why they onght 
to ve deen issued, and let them 
fall while hands of the people, 
and thus wipe out the national debt and 
start again. Gen. Butler has intelligence enough 
to know that such an enormous issue of green- 
backs at any time means repudiation. The expe- 
rience of the French pation with paper money 
ought to de sufficient to satisfy any one that paper 
money cannot be maintained without a reliable 
specie basis. Though the law of France imposed 
a puni#hment of confinement in the Penitentiary 
for twenty years for refusa) to take the paper cur- 
reney at par, it fell in value until it became utterly 
worthless. In the so-called Southern Conſoderacy. 
before the close of the Rebellion, their currency 
depreciated so far that $5. 000 of it would not pur- 
chase $100 in gold, and if it would not bay $100 in 
gold it woald not buy $100 worth of wheat. 

We are a commercial people, and we cannot 
afford; if it were possivle, to go back to coon- 
skins and tokens for currency, or to flat 
money. Can it be thatitis left for a few hungry 
devtors in this country to make the great discovery 
that to declare a piece of paper a dollar makes it a 
dollar? Why not declare ita thousand or ten 
thousand dollars? It costs no more time or labor. 
No, my friends, money cannot be so made. By 
the common consent of ¢ivilized nations coin must 
be the basis of all currency, for it is the concur- 
rentexperience of all nations that the precious 
— — form the best basis and measure of all other 

ues. 

Nesumption once successfully begun the present 
volume of currency will be largely increased. 
When once gold, silver, and the paper currency 
are of equal value, the gold now in the country and 
hoarded for the time being will come into circufa- 
tion, and I have no doubt the whole volame of cur- 
rency would thus be raised to nearly or quite 
one thousand millions of dollars. There ia quite a 
la class of citizens who believe that the green- 
bac and Government bunds should be taxed. 
What wog)d be the result? It would be to reduce 
the value both, and would place in the hands of 
the States power to destroy absolutely the credit 
of the Government. Who would invest in Govera- 
ment bonds with wer in the States to tax them 
at will? Noone. It is because the bonds are free 
from taxation that they sell so readily at a low rate 
of interest, and, in any event, more is saved in 
interest now tian could by any possibility be 
gained by taxing the bonds. Besides all this, the 
Supreme Court of the United States has often held 
that the States cannot tax the Government se- 
curities. 

It has been a habitof this people to reverence 
law, and we bave been a law-abiding nation. Be- 
ing our own law-makers we have, as a rule, yielded 

lence to the law as the supreme authority. 
Of late, however, among a large class of our 
population, a most reckless spirit has been mani- 
festea, and in some communities the Commune of 
Europe, with all its accursed heresies, seems to 
have been transplanted to our shores, and taken 
deep root. 

All such organizations are at war with our insti- 
tutions, and threaten our peace and prosperity, 
and ought not to be wierated. Here every man has 
an equal chance; the laws recognize no distinction, 
and all the avenues of wealth and station are open 
as well to the son of the humblest citizen as to the 
highest and most honored. You have but to 
look about youn Ww verify the truth ef this 
statement. Most of those who tld the 
highest positions of wealth, of office, in 
the arts and sciences, are men who have come from 
the humbiest walks in life, and many of them have 
risen from absolute poverty. Go to the machine 
shops and manufacturing establishments ef the 
county, and you will find, ae a rule, that the men 
at their head formerly worked at the forge or the 
bench. 

To him who has brains and energy there can be 
no such thing as fail in a free country like this. 

Vast and fertile tracts of land still lie open and 
uncultivated in the new States and Territories, of- 
fering the fairest and most inviting portions of the 
earth for homes for the poor but enterprising citi- 
seu. Hundreds of thousands of our citizens are 
going to these new sections of the country this 
year to carve out new homes for themselves and 
families and to aid in building up new communities 
and States that shall add to the wealth and power 
of the nation. If ever a people bad reason to hope 
for the future and to believe in their own success, 
we are that people, aud we never had more reason 
for h than now.

DISSATISFACTION WITH DEUSTER.

MILWAUKBE, Wis., Sept. 17.—There is a great 
amount of indignation to-day over the result of 
the Democratic caucuses last night, and the 
threats of Democrats in all parts of the city to 
“bolt ’’ Deuster, if nominated, do not portend 
the same success for him at the polls which he 
received at the caucuses.

A Coat of Hard-Finish Promptly Slapped on 
to the Reputation of the Yaphank Philan- 
thropists. 

Sveciail Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 17.—The Board of Super- 
visers of Suffolk County, sitting at Riverhead, 
L. I., devoted to-day to the investigation of the 
charges embodied in a dispatch sent from Chi- 
cago last month affecting the general character 
of the Almshouse at Yaphank, and the private 
character of Superintendent Stephen Williains 
and Keeper John Louden. The dispatch con- 
sisted mainly Bf a statement made in Chicago 
by Lucy Downs, formerly an inmate of the 
Almshouse, and lately taken to Chicago with 
four other girls by Williams and Louden, in 
order that they micht procure situatians in a 
locality where their historv was not known. 
Lucy Downs charges that while the giris and 
two men were together in the Gault House in 
Chicago, Williams was criminally intimate with 
ber, and Loudea with Maggie O’ Neil, and states 
that the intimacy of the keepers with the female 
inmates is common talk m the Almshouse at 
Yaphank. The Supervisors met at Yaphank on 
the 12th, examived a number of witnesses, and 
adjourned to meet at Riverhead to-day, when 
they adopted a resolution that the deliberate 
judgment of the Board was that the charge of 
immorality at the Almshouse is totally untrue 
and unfounded in essence and fact. They were 
then about to proceed with the investigation of 
the charges against Williams and Londen, when 
the Chairman, Mr. Nicoll, declared that be 
could not allow such an investigation to vro- 
ceed, as the Board had no jurisdiction in the 
case; thatthe gentlemen in question had not 
made the trip to Chicago as county offivers. but 
as private individuals, and that the Board of 
Supervisors had no control over their actions 
while they were absent fyym the county, and no 
right to investigate their affairs during 
such absence. The arbitrary ruling of 
the Chairman was finally overcome. 
Judge Lawrence Smith read two 
affidavits that be had received from Chicago. 
One was from Lucy Downs, and wag a reitera- 
tion of her former stafements. The otber was 
from P. W. Gates, of the Gault House, stating 
that the men and giris had stayed at his house 
under assumed names, and that Lucy Downs, 
who had been left there upon the departure of 
the men, had proven to bear such an immoral 
character that be had been obliged to turn 
ber out of the house. The affidavit 
further states that, from other boarders 
in the house, he has learned of criminal 
intimacies between several of the girls 
in question while they were inmates of the ho- 
tel. A series of questions was put to Williams 
and Louden, who answered them by reading a 
statement written by themselves, and several 
letters from the girla. The defense made by 
Mr. Louden was that he and Mr. Williams had 

one West to find hoMes for the girls. They 

had registered under assumed names at the 
Chicago hotel that their real names might not 
be published in the papers and their business 
thus be made known or suspected, and 
the prospects of the girls injured. He 
claims to bave placed all the girls except 
Lucy Downs in good situations, and to have left 
Lucy with the housekeeper at the Gaalt House, 
ho promised to secure a place for her in a few 
days. Both ne and Williams emphatically deny 
all charges of immorality m connection with the 
girls. and defy the world to prove them. Mr. 
Louden also read two letters from Anvie Glen- 
nan, written since he leit her in Chicago, to the 
housekeeper atthe Almshouse, in which she 
says she is happily situated with a Kind family, 
and will always regard Mr. Louden as ber best 
friend for taking her to Chicago.

THE BARREL. MYSTERY.

She was pregnant, and was 
confined in a Lexington avenue buarding-house 
in 1876. ‘The May following, he says, Mrs. Rose, 
his wife, was guilty of adultery with several 
men wulle she was boarding op Staten Island, 
and that Ellen Murphy knew of the adulteries, 
and particularly of am alleged intimacy with au 
won merchant in this city. This. man, the 
Doctor says, seut Ellen back to Ireland 
last fall to get ber out of the way. Mrs. 
Rose corresponded with the girl. In May 
the Doctor learned of bis wife's adulterous con- 
duet and brought a suit for a divorce. Desiring 
to have Ellen Murphy as a Witness, he wrote 
to Ireland to have her come back to New York, 
promising to pay ber expenses. Elien’s mother 
wrote back that her daughter nad gone to New 
Yorkon June I. This the Doctor proved by 
looking at the Oastle Garden records. 
Detective Heidelderg was employed to 
look for her, and he traced 
ber to Pittsburg, but no further. The 
Doctor's impression was that the man whom he 
accuses Of criminal mtimacy with his wife knew 
that pe ban. returned, and that he had seen 
her Thelstory, if true, damages ee 
statement of Reige, who says he has known Ellen 
eight months, but it furnishes a new and excit- 
log explanation of the woman’s disappearance.

CUTLERY STOLEN. 
Speciait Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 17.—Jonn White, an English- 
man about 40 years of age, formerly in the em- 
ploy of Friedman & Lanterjung, of New York, 
was arrested to-day on the charge of grand 
larcevy. White has not been connected with 
the firm since the spring of 1875, when he was 
employed for a few months as a traveling sales- 
man. His peculations began in the latter part 
of 1877, and have continued up almost to the 
time of his arrest. He acknowledges having 
stolen not less than $10,000 worth of goods, 
for which he only received about $3,000. 
In the fallfof 1876, being out of empidyment and 
enabled to make but little money, he was in- 
vitea by Mrs. A. J. Jordan, Friedman & 
Lanterjung’s agent in St. Louis, to occupy a 
room in common with his brother in the rear of 
the store. While thus got possession of the key to 
the store, and, in the course of time, made good 
use of the opportunity to steal. The firm from 
whom the goods were stolen are dealers in all 
kinds of cutlery, and the articles generally taken 
by White consisted of scissors, razors, and 
pocket-knives. His plan was to take only a few 
articles each night, and hide them away in his 
trunk until be bad accumulated several hun- 
dred dollars’ worth, when he wauld take them 
to Chicago and sell them at auction. He would 
probably never have been suspected had not an- 
other brauch of the same firm in Chicago dis- 
covered that a certain brand of razors, which are 
only sold at wholesale by the firm in New York 
or its branch houses, were being sold at the 
auction-houses at less than cost. A letter was 
written by the Chicago agent te headquarters 
in New York, from whence a letter was sent to 
St. Louis stating that the goods must come 
from that establishment. Mr Jordan placed 
the matter in the hands of a detective, who had 
no trouble in ferreting out the source from 
which they come. White has heretofore borve 
a first-class reputation, and has the appearance 
of a gentieman. On being arrested he ac- 
knowledged the theft and banded over $375 to 
Mr. Jordan, stating that was «a part 
of what had been received for the stolen 
goods. About $500 worth of goods were 
found packed away n a large trunk. During 
his career of dishonesty he accounted for his 
frequent trips by representing that he was an 
auction speculator, and that he bought gouds in 
Chicago and sold them in St. Louis, and vice 
versa. 

GRAV E-ROBBERY.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.—I ntense excitement 
prevails in this vicinity over a peculiarly exasper- 
ating vase of grave-robbery. Mr. Edwin French, 
long and favorably kuown herein connection 
with the Winslow Car-Rooting Company, died 
on Saturday at the bouse of bis son in-law, J. 
H. Boyce, ir? Willoughby, of typhoid fever. The 
funeral occurred Monday afternoon, at Mr. 
Boyce’s residence. It was attended by a large 
number of citizens from Cleveland, the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railway Company 
running a special car to accommodate tlic 
friends. At about 4 o’elock Monday 
afternoon the body was consign- 
ed to its grave in the family 
lot iu the Willoughby Cemetery. Fearing that 
the grave might be roboed, Mr. Julius E. 
French, son of the deceased, hired 4 young man 
of the place named E. Bliss to watch it. This 
done, Mr. French and friends returned to the 
city. Monday evening, feeling perfectly satis- 
fied that the body was safe, young Bliss visited 
the grave several times during the fore part of 
the night, ani ut 12 o’clock was there. He 
returned again not far from 1 o'clock, when he 
discovered that the remains of Mr. French were 
gone, and saw signs that indicated that the rob- 
bers were not much more than out of sight.

NUMEROUS SALES OF SMALL BONDS. 
— Washington dispatch says: 
n official who has been connected with the 
N B.~ office m the Treasary Department for 
many y and who is familiar with the history 
of former ne, has been comparing the sales of 
bonds of larre and small denominations which 
have gone to make up an amount of $10, 000, VOU, 
under the three most popular loans which the 
Government has ever made. The first is that of 
which represents the period of the first 
great uprisi in behalf of the country, when 
money was to the Government by all 
classes, in same spirit of enthusiasm and 
self-sacrifice in which they offered their serv- 
ices and their lives. The second is the 
lean of 1865, console, which represents the period 
when the floating indebtedvess and short- time obli- 
1 by the War were consolidated into 
The third is the loan now being nego- 
cord ge: which may be said to represent the com- 
plete establishment of the puplic faith in the abili- 
ty and will of the nation to meet all its obJigzations 
fully. The official referred to finds that the 
number of bonds of each denomination which were 
ned under each loan in an aggregate of $10, - 
000, 000 was as follows:

* vonnlox COINS IN CIRCULATION. 

No foreign coins of any kind are legai-tender to 
any amount in this country. The Revised Statutes, 
Sec. 3, 584. ay: No foreign gold or silver coin 
shall be legal- tender im the payment of debts.” 
The Washington Star gives some information 
about the foreign coins that have got into circula- 
tion here: 

The Mexican dollar basa much greater circula- 
tion here than any other foreign gold or silver coin. 
The other coins affectea and cut off are Canadian 
silver 50-cent, 25-cent, 20-cent, 10-cent, and 5- 
cent ; English fractional silver—shillings 
and sixpences—and a limited number of German, 
French, and South American pieces. Next to 
the Mexican dollar, there are more Canadian 
than any other foreign coinsin circulatiog in the 
United States. A pumber of themjof the 
various denominations mentioned above, pass 
readily in New England and along the northern 
border, and in most of the Western States, at their 
face value. Legally. they are not worth near so 
much. The Canadian 50-cent piece is worth, as 

bailion, only about 39% cents, the 25-cent pieces 
only 19% cents. and the other pieces in propor- 
tion. The English shilling is the third in point of 

reulation of foreiga coins in thie country. It 
has deen brought over by emigrants or came down 
through Cana passes for 25 cents. It is 
worth — about 19 cents. The French, German, 
and 80 American gold and silver in this coun- 
try — through the agency of emigrants. its 
quantity is very small. 

THE GOLD CERTIFICATES. 

It is rumored that Secretary Sherman intends 
soon to attack the gold premium again by discon- 
tinuing the practice of taking gold for deposit and 
issuing gold certificates for it. ‘The present sys- 
tem makes the United States Treasury a free ware- 
house where owners of gold can have it stored and 
kept free of charge. It nas long been believed by 
many that the Government in doing this excep- 
tional service for the owners of gold were not 
only showing them undue favor, but, by making it 
80 easy and cheap to hoid gold, were assisting to 
keep up the premium on gold. The withdrawal of 
gold certificates will make it necessary for holders 
of gold to deposit it in the banks, and will make 
transactions in gold more difficult. 

THE DISTRIBUTION OF SILVER. 
The order revived by the Secretary of the pa 
ury in revoking the silver circulars of Sept. 3 and 
Sept. 7 was issued July 19, and furnishes a list of 
National Banks which, upon their epplication, are 
to be supplied, free of expense, with standard sil- 
ver dollars for distribution. The circular states 
that the Treasury expects that the coin thus fur- 
nished ‘* will be put into circulation in exchange 
for United States and National-Bank notes, in lieu 
of $1 and $2 notes, by being furnished to public 
disbursing officers, to manufacturing and other es- 
tablishments and persons for use in place of sma} 
notes; to other banks or bankers for distribution 
in like manner by them, and for all purposes as 
currency, but not directly for the purpose of being 
used in making those payments to the Government 
which are required to be made in coin.” 
THE COTTON CROP AND COTTON CONSUMPTION. 

Although cotton is no longer King, the corn crop 
selling for many millions of dollars more than the 
cotton crop, the entire country is deeply interested 
in the amount and disposal of it. The Commercial! 
and Financial Chronicle has made its annual cal 
culation of the amount of the cotton crop. It 
puts the total crop for the year ending Aug. 

1878, at 4,811,265 bales, against 
4, 423 bales for the preceding year. The 
Chronicle sees no signs, so faras Europe is con- 
cerued. of any revival of the cotton goods trade. 
It thinks it will require many months vet of read- 
justment and new developments before the wheels 
of this industry can ron smoothly and healthfully 


again. 
: BUSINESS IN GALVESTON. 

The New York Daily Bulletin says that Galves- 
ton, Tex., is having a large and somewhat sudden 
increase of trade, as a consequence of the com- 
mercial isolation of New Orleans. The quarantine 
of vessels from infected ports is very rigid; but 
that, of course, does not affect vessels from New 
York or otner cities than New Orieans. Large 
quantities of merchandise are going forward by 
rail into the interior which ordinarily had the lat- 
ter city for their point of distribution. It need 
hardly be added that. for the present. business is 
utterly prostrate at New Orleans. Not s single 
ship is up for Englieh ports, and only two for 
the Continent,—one for Havre, the other for 
Bremen.

WHEAT IN EUROPE. 
Trafton's circular of the 14th has the following: 


The arrivals have been large the past week. and the 
news from Europe quite favorable. The Continental 
demand has almost ertireiy ceased, which is not unex 
pected to us, as ite long continuance and the great 
volume of business passing fur several months past 
have been ouite a sarpri ous, and to an intelligent 
observer these immense pürchases cannot be regarded 
as indicating a very full — of the real situa 
tion, even if we admit that the wants of France for the 
cereal year will reach 6.000.000 quarters and the wants 
of Great Britain 13,000,000 quarters, it will de very 
easy for the grain-producing countries of the world to 

this quantity without greatiy stimulating 
values at bome materialiy. and we are quite surprised 
that French merchants before entering into such large 
transactions (many of them prospective) had not in 
formed themselves fully in regard to the situation.

NO PAY FOR WHISTLING. 

The tugmen scored an easy victory yesterday in 
the whistling cases, and say that the city authori- 
ties have curtailed their rights when they had no 
legal business to dose. They believe the Federal 
authorities are bound to protect them in privileges 
which they pay licenses for, and think the city 
should réfulate its bridges better. There ie no 
doubt, however, that a few of the tag Captains do 
a great deal of unnececeary whistling, and to 
them the other Captains attribute the complaints 
about loud whistling. It ie also quite certain that 
some of the bridge-tenders uire a sharp stick to 
stir them up; for it ie not an infrequent occurrence 
that the tugmen are unable to get through the 
river late at night because the bridgeman is 
asleep, and it requires vigorous whistling to wake 
him up. 

There are times when it is difficult or dangerous 
to check up on nearing a bridge, and the tugmen 
think that they are the best qualified to judge as to 
what should be done in cases of emergency, and 
attribute much of the to the bridges to the 
bullheadedness of the bridge-tenders, who refuse 
to heed the signals of the tugs, and give them the red 
ball. An experienced tugman suggests that the tugs 
give the bridgetenders a warning-signal when the 
Captains see danger ahead, and that thegbridgeten- 
ders be required to heed such signals.

CUT-STONE. 
TWO CONTRACTORS HOLD OUT. 

Two more of the stone-yard bosses, Folter and 
Edgeworth. acceded to the striking stone-cutters’ 
demands yesterday moraing, and the men em- 
ployed in their yards returned to their work. Fan- 
ning, the stone contractor for St. John’s Catholic 
Church. corner of Eighteenth and Clark streets, 
and Tomlinson & Reed, contractors for the cut- 
stone work of the new City-Hali, alone held out 
against the demands of their employes, refusing 
point blank, and without assigaing any plausible 
reason therefor, to pay the $2 a day which 
the cutters insist they should and must 
have to enable them to live. Fan- 
ning has been working twenty-five or thirty 
men, but they have al! left him, and he has had to 


have his stone cut at Singer & Tolcott's by ma- 


chinery, preferring, apparentiv, to pay even more 
than the stmkers demana for the work there than 
to let hie men have it. He is in arrears to his 
stone-cutters for about two week's wuges, but the 
men, while giving htm the character of an ovsti- 
nate, stubborn sort of a man, have no concern 
aoont getting their pay, admitting that he is re- 
sponsiole and that they are sure to get it. Tom- 
linson & Reed have been working in the neighbor- 
hood of sixty men, but the yards were deserted 
yesterday save by Reed himself, his 
foreman, and three ior four ** kids,” 
who were content to stay at from $1.25 to 81. 75, 
and, as is alleged, at even $1. Some of Keed's 
strikers, to the numberof about thirty, got work 
at Furst’s and McGiloray’s at $2. The strikers 
laugh at the idea of Tomlinson & Reed's sending 
their work Out of town, and say 
IT CAN'T BE DONE, 
and for these reasons: In the first place, there isa 
clauge in their cogtract prohibiting them getting 
the stone cutout ef the corporate limite of the 
City of Chicago, except in case of a general strike. 
which they aver this ie not, the strike being con- 
fined to two yards. In the next place, they say 
that, even were Tomlinson & Reed to get the work 
done in Indiana, it would cost them fully as much 
as to have it done here at $2 a day wages, for the 
reason that wages in Indiana are $2.50 a day m 
most places for skilled labor of this sort, and in 
Indianapoliggven as much as $3. Besides tnat, 
while the ür would save in freight charges by 
transportipg cut-stone instead of stone in the 
rough, they would at jhe same time be put to the 
expense of boxing the stone before shipping it 
here, and of caring for it in transit in other ways. 
Again, they allege that Tomlinson & Reed haven't 
the necessary machinery at Bedford, which will 
necessitate their moving at considerable expense 
the machinery they have in their yards here. It 
was rumored yesterday that the firm were thinking 
of taking the stone to Joliet to be cut. The rumor 
of course reached the ears of the strikers, who 
were indignant at the idea of taking the 
bread out of their mouths and having the 
work performed by penitentiary hands. 
Afver the fre they received $5aday. Successive 
cuts brought the wages down to $4, $3.50, $3, 
2.50, and $2, which they were getting last sum- 
mer, and which they insist they ought to get now. 
They argue, witha great deal of force, that $2 is 
none too much. seeing that they are only employed 
six months in the year, —the building season, —and 
that the wages they earn during that time must 
support them and their families the whole year. 
WHAT MR. REED WILL Do 

will be determined upon ny that gentleman by Fri- 
day, to which time he gives the strikers to make 
up their minds whether they will return or stay 
out. Ia conversation with a reporter for Tur 
Trrpune yesterday he said that those men 
who had gone from him to other yards would 
find themselves left out in the cold after three or 
four days’ work, for the reason that their new em- 
pioyers bac n't the work for them to do, and would 
so tell them after a little. When asked what he 
would do Friday if the men still adhered to their 
position, be said he should take the work ont of 
town—to indiana, probably. 

But.“ asked the reporter, are not wages 
there even higher than they are here!“ 

»I they are, we get ten hours’ work out of the 
men instead of eight, as we get here.” 

But how will you save anything on freight by 
cutting at Bedford and shipping here, when, in 
order to do so, you will have to box the stone to 
protect it on its travels?” 

** That will be comparatively little expense, and 
the saving in freight on cut-stone will more than 
compensate for that. 

Won't you have to move your yard-machinety 
there, and won't that cost considerable“

Instead of strik- 
ing all around for higher wages, and, therefore, 
making it a general strike, they would simply quit 
because there would be nothing to do. But they 
do not admit that there is any probability of tae

THE OHIO & MISSISSIPPI. 
The New York stockholders in the Ohio & 
Mississippi Railroad, whichis in default, are 
makiog another effort to obtain possession of 


their property. Nine-tenths of the $40,000,000 | 


capital stock fre owned in New York. Early in 
the present year the Baltimore & Ohio interest 
captured the annual meeting by a sharp trick 
and elected their owa Board of Directors. The 
New York stockholders held another meeting 
and elected another Board, and begau legal pro- 
ceedings to oust the Baltimore & Obie people. 
A compromise was subsequently effected, how- 
ever, the contest was withdrawn, a plan of re- 
organization was agreed upon, and a committee, 
composed of Directors of the road, was appointed 
to carry it out. Now the New York s holders 
have issued a circular in which they charge that 
the Committee ignored their instructions aad 
abandoned all effort to them out. They 
assert that this was due to the influence of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, exercised 
with a view to the continuance of their present 
control of the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad. The 
circular further states that it is necessary that 
the stockholders and bondholders should cicar- 
ly understand the influeptial position of the 
altimore & Ohio management. Their Vice- 
President and Manager is now the Receiver aud 
Manager of the Obio & Mississippi, while with 
exceptions t Board of Direct- 
ors is composed of their friends and 
nominees. lu view of the intimate business 
relations that most always exist between the 
two corporations, it was desirable to cultivate 
the most friendly understanding between them, 
but it capnot be in the interest of the Onio & 
Mississippi property that it should de, 
as it now is, under the control of 
the managers of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. who have obtained the entire direc- 
tion of its traffic and policy. Without question- 
ing the ability and integrity of the present Re- 
ciever, it was evident that while he administers 
the affairs of the Company the Baltimore & 
Ohio Company will be practically iu possession 
of the Qhio & Mississippi Railroad without as- 
suming any pecuniary responsibility whatever. 
An appeal is made to the stockholders and 
bondholders to take steps to be represented at 
the annual meeting, which takes place 
Oct. 10; that vacancies occurring in the Board 
of Directors be filled by New Yorkers; that the 
right of the proprietors to repeal the by-law 
providing for the periodical retirement cf 
Directors be tested, and, inthe event of its 
proving legal, that the entire Board of Directors 
be elected, of Which a majority shall be from 
New York; that no Director be hereafter chosen 
who shall not have a bona-fide interest in the 
stock of the Company; that the earliest possi- 
bie occasion be taken for securing the meetings 
of the Board of Directors in New York; or if 
this prove impracticable on legal grounds. 
that the ow York members of 
the Board be constituted on Execucive 
Committee with full powers, and that a com- 
mittee of .second-mortgage bondholders and a 
similar committee of the stockholders be ap- 
pointed to confer as to the best method of re- 
storing the credit of the Company. It is pro- 
posed to clear off the default on the first mort- 
gage, amounting to $235,000, and those on the 
second aggregating $560,000, and to permit a 
reconsideration of the Springtield purchase. 
Aside from the above sums, the only lien on 
the property is $600,000 floating debt. it is
